Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 1 -30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 20, there is no strong motivation to combine the teachings of 
Dicken et al (GB 2 207 556) and Li et al to produce the spiral antenna as claimed that comprises 
four parallel electrically conducting spiral arms, wherein respective inner spiral arm ends of each 
of the spiral arms are connected with a common coplanar conductor for at least one of supplying 
and receiving a signal. 

Claims 12-19 and 21-30 are allowed for depending on claim 11.
